blazes 
cov ering 
14,000 a c re s in 
Oregon, 10,000 acres in Idaho 
and 14,000 acres in Montana, 
according to a spokesman for 
the Interagency Fire Center 


in Boise, Idaho, the national 
control center for forest fires. 
Officials also said a rash of 
fires was reported shortly 
after nightfall in Northern 
California and a few small, 
easily controlled fires were 
reported in Washington and 
m Yellowstone National Park 
in Wy oming. 
Tinderbox conditions in the 
drou ght-plagu ed region hav e 
produ ced the worst ov erall 
fire situ ation in 20 y ears, said 


John Hafterson, fire serv ice 
coordinator in Boise. 
Bu t he said some progress 
already has been made in 
controlling the fires and 
cooler te m pe ra tu re s 
and 
redu ced

w ere 
predicted for the weekend. 
More than 7 ,000 men were

Ehrlichman, told him they 
were, Kalmbach repeated in 
the deposition. Asked abou t 
Ehrlichm an’s denials that the

deposition that “he (Ehrlich­ 
m an ) wou ld not be telling the 
tru th.” 
The pay ments hav e' been 
v ariou sly described as a de­ 
fense fu nd or as hu sh money .

serv ed as defense cou nsel, 
and Ju dge Frank F. Cop e of 
Carroll Cou nty , one of three 
ju dges to try the case. 
Variou s p olice officers and 
most of the witnesses are 
deceased. 
The other ju dges were W.F. 
Lones and Barclay Moore. 
Ju dges Cop e and Moore were 
assigned to sit on the case 
with Ju dge Lones who was 
p residing for criminal trials 
after Howell and his 
co­ 
defendant, 
John 
Lester 
Welch, waiv ed a ju ry trial. 
Welch later died in p rison, 
according to rep orts. 
Mr. Cu lp was on the day ’s 
final ru n and had changed the 
trolley at the 25 th St. tu r­ 
narou nd 
in 
Wellsv ille, 
p rep aring to head for the car 
barn in East Liv erp ool when 
two y ou ng men got on the car, 
brandished 
a 
gu n 
and 
demanded the fare money . 
Grap p ling with the wou ld- 
be robbers, Cu lp was fatally 
wou nded bu t managed to get 
the street car to 9th St. in 
Wellsv ille where he called for 
help and collap sed. He died a 
week later in the hosp ital. 
Du ring the stru ggle, the 
motorman grabbed the hat of 
one of the wou ld-be robbers, 
later identified as Welch, and 
it p rov ed to be a tu rning 
p oint. Both men fled, ap ­ 
p arently leav ing the state. 
Ju dge Tobin recalled that 
officials tried for months to 
learn the identity of the hat 
owner. The break came when 
Welch's brother-in-law tip p ed 
off au thorities becau se of a 
q u arrel with him. 
Welch was arrested and 
later confessed, rep ortedly 
telling Howell he may as well 
talk becau se he (Welch) 
already had admitted the 
details bu t denied being the 
gu nman. 
A chemist later identified 
hair fou nd in the hat as that of 
Welch, Ju dge Tobin recalled. 
The p rosecu tion also had a 
death bed statement from the 
motorman. 
INDICTED WITH 
Welch 
for first degree mu rder in 
Ap ril, 1939, tjie joint trial got 
u nder way before the three 
ju dges 
in 
Ju ne. 
They 
retu rned a gu ilty v erdict bu t 
recommended mercy . 
After Howell’s motion for a 
new trial wa s ov erru led, he 
was sentenced to life in p rison 
on Ju ne 15, 1939. The cou rt of 
Ap p eals affirmed his con­ 
v iction in May , 1940. 
Cou rt records show the 
Ohio Pardon and Parole 
Commission 
recommended 
the sentence be redu ced to 
that of second degree mu rder 
and on May 24, 1960, then 
Gov . Michael D. DiSalle 
commu ted 
Howell’s 
sen­ 
tence. mak ing him eligible 
for p arole. 
HE 
WAS 
p aroled 
that 
same y ear bu t was retu rned 
as a p arole v iolator Nov . 9, 
196 4. Released on p arole 
again Dec. 27, 1966, he was 
sent back as a p arole v iolator 
on Oct. 17, 19G7. Cou rt of­ 
ficials said they are u ncertain 
when Howell’s cu rrent p arole 
started. 
In 
Ju ne. 
1969, 
Howell 
p etitioned to hav e the sen­ 
tence set aside becau se he 
had been denied his con­ 
stitu tional 
rights. 
In 
Febru ary , 1969, he sou ght a 
su mmary ju dgment becau se 
the 
p rosecu tor 
had n’t 
resp onded to his p etition 
within 10 day s. 
He ap p ealed to the Cou rt of 
Ap p eals in Ap ril, 1969. for a 
Writ of Mandamu s to force 
Common Pleas Cou rt to 
render a decision Qn his 
p etition. 
In December, 1969. Joel H. 
Sharp , then common p leas 
ju dge, wrote an op inion that 
the defendant was not en­ 
titled to relief. Abou t a week 
later the Ap p ellate Cou rt said 
Ju dec Sharp ’s decision had 
made the issu e moot.

The Pre s ide nt's Ta lk 
In his secon d televised address to I he n ation 
on the su bject of Watergate, 
Presiden t 
Richard M. Nixon n either came ou t fightin g 
hard again st his critics, as some had expected 
him to, n or was he con trite an d pen iten t, as 
others had predicted. 
Mr. Nixon stru ck a dispassion ate, almost 
emotion less cou rse somewhere between these 
extremes. 
American s are left pretty mu ch where they 
have been for mon ths — u n certain , u n ­ 
con vin ced, u n satisfied as to the real tru th 
abou t Watergate. 
For those who believe the best in terests of 
the n ation n ecessitate givin g the Presiden t 
the ben efit of every possible dou bt, there are 
a few thin gs to clin g to. 
On the most importan t poin t of all, his own 
in volvemen t in the affair. Mr. Nixon stated as 
u n equ ivocably as he cou ld that he n either 
kn ew abou t n or con don ed the break-in of 
Democratic headqu arters, or the su bsequ en t 
cover-u p. That was an d is, he said, ‘‘the 
simple tru th.” 
Nevertheless, an y n u mber of qu estion s or 
allegation s or su spicion s remain . Althou gh in 
a compan ion written statemen t Mr. Nixon 
n oted, for example, the testimon y of former 
actin g FBI Director L. Patrick Gray that he 
warn ed the Presiden t as early as the su mmer 
of 1972 that some of his aides were attemptin g 
to “ m ortally wou n d” him, it still is n ot clear 
how su ch a massive u n dertakin g as the 
Watergate break-in an d cover-u p, in volvin g 
so man y people an d su ch large su ms of 
mon ey, cou ld have been carried ou t simply by 
overzealou s lower-echelon W hite Hou se 
employes an d withou t the Presiden t havin g a 
glimmerin g of what was goin g on u n til last 
sprin g. 
The Presiden t’s effort to lin k illegal acts by 
admin istration su bordin ates to the an tiwar 
violen ce of the 1960s was u n persu asive, as 
was his defen se of his refu sal to release tapes 
of White Hou se 
con versation s relatin g to 
Watergate.

migh t clear

everythin g. Or in dict th e Presid en t.

Su rely there is some compromise solu tion 
that wou ld n ot make pu blic n ecessarily 
con fiden tial presiden tial matters, yet wou ld 
allow the Sen ate committee to adju dge some 
of the allegation s it has heard. An d su rely 
su ch a compromise wou ld n ot "cripple” all 
fu tu re presiden ts. In deed, the presiden cy has 
already been crippled. 


Presiden t Nixon asked the help an d su pport 
of the American people to get the cou n try ou t 
of the “ m ire” of Watergate an d to stop 
dwellin g on the past so that it cou ld again 
address itself to the great goals defore it. Bu t 
the failu re to attain at least on e of those goals 
the Presiden t men tion s — “ prosperity 
withou t war or in flation ” — has probably 
con tribu ted as mu ch to the recen t drastic 
declin e 
of 
con fiden ce 
in 
him 
as 
has 
Watergate. 


Whether American s can or wan t to pu t 
Watergate behin d them, an d to what exten t 
Presiden t Nixon has rallied or can rally them 
to that desire, remain s perhaps the biggest 
u n an swered qu estion of all.

Far from win n in g him acclaim as an early 
Ralph Nader, however, pu blication of Ac- 
cu m ’s book, which listed irrespon sible 
man u factu rers an d merchan ts, led to his 
disgrace, the loss of his bu sin ess an d frien ds 
an d his exodu s from his home in Lon don .
